it. 


In view of the persistency of the inquiries I had Wick call the AP

A LIBRARY AVAILABLE FOR 
STUDENTS OF COMMUNISM 


“THE COUNTRY will soon have a useful new weapon 
against communism. Two retired high officials of the FBI 
and two lawyers who are former FBI agents have organ¬ 
ized the Foundation for American Research, in order to 
establish a large free library of published documents on 
totalitarianism. This project is a private one, not con¬ 
nected with the FBI. It will do what the FBI cannot do, 
and what badly needs to be done. 

“One of the stock slogans of many anti-anticommunists 
and procommunists is, ‘Leave it to the FBI.’ Of course there 
are times when they denounce that agency, but when their 
aim is to prevent Congress from exposing the Reds, they 
are quick to assert that the FBI should monopolize such 
work. And whenever they hear that certain groups and 
individuals are promoting communism, they demand crush- 
ingly, 'If that is true, why doesn’t the FBI say so?’ 

“But the FBI cannot, say so. It cannot effectively warn 

I or educate the people. It is rigidly bound by the law, which 
in general forbids it to supply its information to anyone 
except public officials. That is why other means of inform¬ 
ing the people are needed. 

“So now we have a private, nonprofit organization that 
will gather together under one roof in Washington a vast 
amount of data on totalitarianism. In this free library there 
won’t be any confidential information from Government 
files. That would be against the law. The library will con¬ 
tain nothing but published material, and the subjects will 
be Communism, Fascism and such organizations as are now 
on the Attorney General’s list. 

“Some people may ask: ‘Why do we need such a library? 
Aren’t there plenty of books on communism in the existing 
libraries?’ There is, of course, a buried treasure of informa- 



lion on the communist Filth Column and its tactics. One 
congressional committee alone has published hundreds of 
documents on the subject, ranging from pamphlets to books 
of more than 1000 pages. These contain the names of a vast 
number of fronts, Communist Party members and fellow- 
travel ers* Mote than a dozen other Senate and House Com¬ 
mittees have also issued many publications with important 
data on communism* Some of these are thick volumes with¬ 
out an index. It is a maddening job to try to dig through 
such material, 

"Now, at last, this chaos is to be replaced with order. 
The new library will bring together in one place all the 
relevant congressional publications* plus those of the Attor¬ 
ney General, the Subversive Activities Control Board, other 
Federal agencies and various state and local committees. 
All organizations and persons named in these documents 
will be listed in a card catalogue. A bulletin of factual data 
based on this material will be mailed to key people in labor 
unions, management, education* religion and other activities 
throughout the country. 

'The library will not be a business; it won't charge any 
fees, nor will it conduct investigations. As a nonprofit insti¬ 
tution, it will naturally depend on the public for financial 
support. Of course, the Communist Party and the most vocif¬ 
erous anti-anticommunists are denouncing the Foundation 
for American Research, But these attacks are a sign that 
the Foundation's library on totalitarianism will be a highly 
useful means of presenting the truth to the people/'

second: The term for which this corporation is organized shall he

(a) To act as a central depository and to provide research facil¬ 
ities for material pertaining- to individuals, corporation groups, 
associations or organizations whose activities are considered 
inimical to the best interests of the United States;

(c) To acquire by purchase, gift, devise, bequest or other lawful 
means, libraries, books, periodicals, reports, publications and 
material of any type necessary to carry on the objectives of the 
corporation; 

(d) To solicit, collect, receive, maintain, manage and administer 
a gift or gifts of veal and personal estate, property, money and 
funds for the purposes aforcstated; 

<e) To acquire real and personal property by purchase, endow¬ 
ment, gift, devise, bequest, or other lawful means for the pur¬ 
poses aforest&ted; 

(f) To bold, invest, manage, maintain, lease, mortgage, sell or 
otherwise deal with or turn to account all of its property;
